An- 
other son, Pvt. William J. How- 
ard, is in training at Camp Croft, 
South Carolina, in the 41st Infan- 
try Training Battalion. 


February 27, 1945 


Dear Dad: 


I'm writing this from my cozy 


little foxhole on Iwo, latest addi- 
tion to the American Empire, only 
a stone'5 throw from Nagoya. I'm 
O. K., only thing wrong is that 
Cm badly in need of a shave, hair- 
cut and bath. I've had hell scared 
out of me so far but that is all. 


Haven't seen any newspapers 


but I've heard that Nimitz de- 
scribes this as the most fortified 
rock for its size in the world, lie 
isn't kidding. While everyone here 
no doubt deserves a lot of credit, 
too much praise can't be given to 
the boys on the front lines. They 
came ashore in the face of » man 
made hell and although they've 
been temporarily held and pushed 
back there isn't an army in the 
world that could have held them. 
I've seen many of the wounded 
brought down — some walking, 
some on stretchers, some nearly 
d«ad. Yet I never heard n man 
complain or cry. They certainly 
can take it. Although we've all 
been plenty scared at times, 1 
haven't seen or heard of a man 
who was "yellow" or who failed to 
do his job. It makes you feel proud 
of the Corps. 


I was in a party that was sched- 


uled to come ashore 11 a. m. on 
D-day. However we were held un- 
til 2:30 that afternoon. 
There 


were only four of us in our group. 
W« got in the Higgin's boat and 
started in but the control boat re- 
fused to wave us in as the beach 
was being shelled then. 
So we 


drifted mound off the island all 
night long. Had a ring-side seat. 
Condition red was given and the 
Uncans laid down a good smoke- 
screen hut no Nip planes came 
over. It Itarted raining the next 
morning. Wasn't until noon that 
we were given the O.K. .to start in. 
Then when we were about 200 
yards off shore the Japs started 
shelling the beach again. Really 
plastered it. We were waved oft 
again and !t wasn't until 5:30 
that w» landed further up the 
beach. 
Spent 27 hours on that 


Jlttlt boat. 


Th» beach We were supposed 


to be on was about 1,500 yards 
away and it was getting dark so 
«e set out while it was still day- 
light. It was a funny feeling I 
had the first time I saw one of 
our fellows who had been killed. 
I remembered then something you 
once told me years ago — the story 
of the English jurist who said as 
he watched a condemned man be- 
ing led away— "There but for the 
grace of God go I." 


We couldn't find anyone to re- 


port to so w» dug in for the 
night near a demolished pill-box. 
Til never forget that night as long 
as I live. We only had time to 
dig shallow holes. It was very 
cold — we shivered from the tem- 
perature and from plain fright. 
They shelled us all night long 
and the front lines were only on 
the ridge above us. Sleep was 
about impossible— don't think — 
slept more than an hour all night. 
Had my carbine cradled in my 
arms. Some of the shells whistled 
over so low it seemed as though 
you could reach up and grao- 
one. Then to top it off. when 
morning finally came, the licutcn- 
and 
found n rod from a Jap 


land mine sticking out between 
our two holes. 


Next day we moved on down 


the beach wiicrc I am now. 


We've been shelled quite a bit 


and every once in awhile a snijxjr 
lets go. but the luck of the Irish 
still holds. 
Our battalion came 


ashore a few days ago and is now 
set up handling the supplies com- 
ing ashore.

£ast when he came in the other 
night. First I'd seen him in a 
month. He's O. K. hut his com- 
pany was just diKRing in when an 
air raid started. They got through 
all right.

By thus exposing himself 
to the enemy small arms fire, 
Corporal Fidow was wounded on 
the enemy's second charge, but 
he continued to fire so accurately

to withdraw. The 


quick thinking and aggressive ac- 
tion on the part of Corporal Fi- 
dow undoubtedly saved the lives 
of his comrades and prevented the 
destruction of the vehicle. 


Corporal Fidow is now in the

Leaves From Notebook 
Of War Correspondent

With the U. S. First Army East 


of the Rhine, March 16 UP)—Geor- 
gia's Hodges is the man of the 
hour on tile western front as his 
army battles deeper into Germany 
east of the Rhine. 


Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges, 


who got his yearning to be a sold- 
ier by watching the Perry Rifles 
march down the dusty street of 
Perry, Ga.. when he was a boy, 
has his veteran troops right in the 
middle of another spectacular of- 
fensive phase. 


Like his army, this man who 


worked his way up from buck pri- 
vate to lieutenant general is tough 
and resilient. 


He gives the impression of be- 


ing retiring; he seldom speaks un- 
less spoken to. or there is some- 
thing important to say. A good 
many people are fooled by his 
quiet manner. 


He likes to be up forward as 


much as possible to see for him- 
self how all is going, and he gen- 
erally operates from his trailer at 
the tactical command post in ad- 
vance of the regular army head- 
quarters. 


An ardent hunter and outdoor 


man, 
Hodges prefers life in the 


field to the more comfortable life 
in the rear area, or in an office job. 
He's a sharpshooter with a ride 
like his superior. Lt. Gen. Omar N. 
Bradley. He has been a good shot 
ever since his father, who pub- 
lishes n weekly ncwspa»>cr in 
Perry, gave him n rifle on hit lOlli 
birthday. 


Vlmyn Important Role 


Jlodccs played an Important 


,parl in the development of the 
1 American army's infantry tactics 


I and equipment prior to the war. 
1 ;md he gained valuable experience 
in liamllhiK an army in the field 
.is commanding general of the 
Third Army during the Louisiana 


i maneuvers. 


This experience stood him in 


good stead when he worked as 
Bradlcy'j deputy in those first 
days of the invasion and later 
when he stepped into command as 
Bradley was elevated to a group 
commander. 


Hodges knows his army and his 


divisions from top to bottom. Dur- 
ing the early days of the invasion 
he was in the field constantly 
watching the progress of the bat- 
tle, as well as the development of 
divisions, regiments, battalions and 
their commanders. When any of 
them did not measure up, he im- 
mediately took action to see that 
they did. 


Hodges' drive with the First 


Army through France, Belgium 
and into Germany was one of the 
most dramatic campaigns in Amer- 
ican military history, and one of 
the most unorthodox as he juggled 
corps and divisions while chasing 
the enemy into the Reich. 


When Field Marshal Von Rllnd- 


stedt's offensive smashed into the 
First Army in December. Hodges' 
troops were cut in Iwo hut he 
quickly reshuffled iiis divisions to 
meet the main threat to the 
northern flank of Ihe bulge while 
the Third Army of Lt. Gen. George 
S. Pntton, Jr., battered up from 
the south. 


Quickly rebuilding his army's 


strength. Hodges loosed His of- 
fensive across the Koer and his 
divisions rolled through the Co- 
logne plains to the Rhine. Before 
anyone could be aware of what 
was 
happening, vanguards had 


captured the Rcmagrn bridge and 
were consolidating a bridgehead 
on Ihe east bank of the river. 


Hodges movrd quickly .to exploit 


Ibis development, which, was not 
in Ihe books of Ihe hic.li command 
l>ccaus? nobody had anticipated a 
bridgehead across the Rhinr brine

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RHINE AND nUBICON 


"Crossing the Rubicon" lias long been a 


phrase for a decisive step. It goes back to 
Julius Caesar, whose territory as proconsul 
or governor of Gaul was separated from 
Italy by the Rubicon river. Quarreling with 
the Roman senate, Caesar was ordered to 
resign his command. Instead lie and his 
army crossed the Rubicon, invaded Italy and 
began the civil war that left him dictator of 
Borne and indirect founder of the Roman 
empire. So closely has his name been as- 
sociated with absolute power that fr^m it 
have come the German and Russian words 
for emperor, "kaiser" and "czar." All this 
from crossing the Rubicon. 


Crossing the Rhine was as decisive an 


action. The news heartened Allies every- 
where and chilled the most fanatical Nazi. 
The downfall of Hitler's European empire 
cannot be long delayed. So tremendous an 
event, opening a new era, may add to the 
world's language as a phrase for a final blow, 
"We have crossed the Rhine." 


RUINED CITIES 


Cologne Is largely in ruins, our soldiers 


report. Dresden is entirely so, the German 
radio states with startling frankness. Large 
as Berlin is, bombings past and to come will 
have left it little but rubble. Other cities tell 
the same talc. Hamburg a few years ago 
was reported totally destroyed, though this 
may have Been exaggerated. Breslau and 
Koenigsberg have been flattened by the Rus- 
iian hammer. Hamm, the railway junction, 
Bremen, Muenster and Leipzig have been 
battered again and again. Stettin, Bonn, 
Duesseldorf and Coblenz are in the battle- 
tone. 


Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgen- 


thau was quoted some lime ago as favoring 
the complete destruction of German indus- 
try, and the transfer of the population to 
farming. While this has not been adopted 
as an official war aim, it may come without 
planning as a result of the continued war. 


The Germans have, of course, one remedy. 


They can stop fighting. 


There must be millions of boys now eager- 


ly waiting until they can go out somewhere 
and "establish a bridgehead." 


WAR BOOKS" 


Some librarians report a decline lately in 


the demand for books dealing with the war. 
It would be interesting to know just how 
general this attitude is. On the face of things, 
it seems to Indicate growing war-weariness 
and a tendency on^the part of readers to 
seek an escape in more normal and cheerful 
things. Spring, too, doubtless has something 
to do with it. "A garden is a lovesome thing, 
God wot," 
and millions of Americans will 


soon be easing their souls with green, hope- 


ful, growing things. 


The great ware, however, will still be with 


us. Even when they have run their course, 
they may remain a great source of interest 
and discussion for a hundred years.

A tidy writes me from Cincinnati complaining 


tint I »m ill wet about the curfew. She believes 
tint It Is a good thing. And shu complains that 
New York Is not the Unlled States oncl that the 
curfew Is all right lor the United States even If 
not for New York. As I wandered about this town 
one morning this week, I wondered how many Cin- 
cinnati boys were being rolled and robbed and de- 
graded by curfloozles under (he gentle ministrations 
of Wazlr Byrnes and Mayor LaGuardia. 


In a word, I am not concerned about New 


Yorkers. Few of them ever saw the inside of the 
famed night clubs; fewer still will ever see the new 
style speakeasy which exists principally to rob our 
boys on furlough who come to the big playground 
lor relaxation and fun. Nobody lias yet discovered 
a formula for legislating fun out of existence nor 
for making it conform to the proprieties of Little 
Lord Fauntleroy. It did not take a fortnight for 
the corrupt of this town to discover ways and 
means of catering to fun In every form of debase- 
ment. The night club had the virtue of an open 
door and plenty of electric lights. The new style 
"speak" may be some girl's two-by-four so-called 
apartment where the boy in uniform is fed hooch. 
Object is robbery, pure and simple. 


The Grand Wazir, Mr. Byrnes, may never in all 


his life have had a drink too many. He ma.v never, 
even In the confines of 
friendly company, have 


spoken a word too many. He may be a paragon 
of perfection, a master of virtue, sure of himself 
under the worst of circumstances. But it fust is 
notllike that with the boys who bring their savings 
to the big town and arc thrown out on their col- 
lective cars at midnight from every respectable 
place. They come here to make a night of it and 
they will make a night of it even it that breaches 
the curfew. 
What one sees on the streets here 


affer midnight in many parts of the city is sicken- 
ing. 
. 


And no coal Is saved. The morale of nobody is 


heightened. It is all a He— a horrible, ugly, miser- 
able lie thought out by some dull mind that does 
not understand that the "escape" of fun is essential 
in wartime anil will be pursued, come what may, 
by those who give most to the war itself. It is 
only those xvho are most strained bv the actualities 
of war who need the safety valve of busting loose. 


It is true that this would be a sweeter world if 


all our boys went to the U.S.O. centers or to some 
place where only coca-cola is served— with no rum 
in it. It would be a more moral world if they al- 
ways went home to mother. But let us be honest 
and sane about this, f say to those who will not 
face facts that they come here and sec for them- 
selves—hundreds of thousands of boys ami girls 
from every city in the United States and Canada 
and many from abroad, who walk tlie streets look- 
ing for fun and finding only the painted lady, the 
thieving tout, the hotel bellboy who can supply 
what is wanted at any hour anywhere. Face that 
reality. It exists here and I am sure in every large 
city. It did not exist in its present wickedness and 
unreasoned intensity a fortnight ago. 


There are those who say that in time the curfew 


will become an acknowledged condition and that 
everybody will become accustomed to it. Well, I 
don't believe it. In time, its horrors will cease to 
be first-page news. The speakeasy owners and the 
police will have made their arrangements.

LACK OK SUGAR IX THE BLOOD 


While most of us eat enougli sugar or other 


sweet foods to give us the necessary energy to do 
our work, there are others who just happen not to 
like sweets, and others who deliberately do without 
sugar and sweets in an effort to reduce their 
weight or to prevent gain in weight. 


Now that body of yours needs sugar or starch 


food even if you do little physical work and if not 
enough is eaten you will feel weak and tired. 


In the Pennsylvania Medical Journal. Harris- 


burg, Dr. W. W. Dyer points out that where an 
individual is getting less sugar than he needs he 
may have a tccling of weakness, slight dizziness, 
perhaps « feeling of hunger, or some excessive per- 
spiration. In severe cases there may be double vis- 
ion, 
headache, sometimes nausea, cMrcme weak- 


ness, staggering gait and lass of mental balance. 
Jn extreme or very severe cases "patients suddenly 
become unconscious, have convulsions, break out 
into cold, clammy perspiration, and arc revived best 
by mjeclions of glucose (sugar) into a vein" It 
can be readily seen how patients with these severe 
symptoms can be mistaken for epileptics, or, in 
women as going through the menopause. 


The physician is able to diagnose lack of sugar 


in the blood (hypoglycemia) by what is called (he 
sugar tolerance lest—amount of sugar in the blood 
A case where lack of sugar in the Wood causes 
symptoms is called spontaneous (sudden or occa- 
sional) hypoglvxcmia. as the condition is not present 
all the time.
